Russians likely would press for a 
declaration of some sort fay the 
10th anniversary meeting. 


It was said Molotov believed 


he meeting should not end with- 
out the U. N. taking a stand, per- 
haps in the form of a resolution 
for peace. The birthday meeting 
under rules adopted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly is supposed merely 
to hear speeches on the U.N. rec- 
ord and make no decisions of any 
kind. 


Dulles Absent 


Secretary of State- Dulles was 


unable 'to attend the dinner be- 
cause it conflicted with the ar« 
rival of President Eisenhower at 
International Airport in his private 
plane. Columbine HI. Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. attended 
in his place. British Foreign Sec- 
retary H a r o l d Macmillan and 
French Foreign Minister Antoins 
Pinay also were present.

Strenuous Big Three Tour 


Three Children Die When 
Flash Flood Fills Cellar 
Father Attempts Rescue 
But Efforts Are Futile 


QUANAH, Tex. (.?) — A frantic 


father dived into a dark flooded 
storm cellar Sunday in a futile 
effort to save three of his chil- 
dren. 


"I heard my little boy call out, 


'Help. Daddy,' and that was all," 
said farmer Ira Keeney. "I dove 
back in there and tried to save 
them, but I just couldn't 
find 


them." 


The three K e e n e y children, 


Doris, 5, Thomas, 4, and Alma, 3, 
all drowned. 


Feared Tornado 


The family had taken refuge in 


the cellar about 4 a.m., when Mrs. 
Keeney 
saw threatening clouds 


and awakened her husband. They 
feared a tornado. 


Keeney told reporters he opened 


the cellar's horizontal door to in- 
vestigate a trickle of water. A 
flood poured in upon him. 


"My wife and one of the babies 


was standing right there by me," 
he said. "I grabbed the baby and 
set her outside. When I turned 
back water was already almost up 
to the top of the cellar. 


"The lantern went out and there 


was a lot of sticks and trash on 
top of the water. I tried to dive 
back into the cellar to-find my 
babies, but I just couldn't get 
^back far enough." 


Keeney a walked to a neighbor's 


and called' Quanah, 20 miles south- 
east, for help. By the 'time an am- 
bulance could get over the muddy 
roads with the help of a wrecker, 
it was judged useless to try to 
re\nve the trapped children. Their 


bodies were taken from the flood- 
ed cellar about 9 a.m.

conference- "coincide 
fully 


with those of President Eisenhow- 
er, Secretary of State Dulles and 
Prime Minister Eden." 


He said he had "very useful 


and 
important discussions" 
in 


Washington. In. London Sunday, 
he said, he and Eden "discussed 
the whole present situation in full 
frankness." 


On his trip, Adenauer stressed 


publicly that his government will 
"remain a good partner to the 
West" even though he will "prob- 
ably" accept the Russian invita- 
tion to go to Moscow to discuss 
establishing trade and diplomatic 
relations. 


He indicated that he would not 


visit the Soviets until after the 
Big Four talks in July. But a Lon- 
don report Sunday night suggested 
that the British think it might be 
a good idea for him to sound out 
Moscow intentions before the Ge- 
neva conference. 


The question of German reuni- 


fication cropped up in almost ev- 
ery public statement made on the 
trip. Adenauer made it clear to 
his Western allies that he is to 
measure the sinceritv of Russian 


intentions in apparently relaxing 
cold war pressure by their readi- 
ness to agree to free the 18 mil- 
lion East Germans to join a demo- 
cratic and independent united Ger- 
many.

Yet, while the 
U N. has not worked perfectly, it 
has been useful 


This week its members' foieign 


ministeis meet in San Francisco 
to celebiate the anmveisaiy. 


The U N is a meeting giound for 


nations—a place where to some ex 
tent they can influence each other 
for good through the pressure 
of world opinion publicly express- 
ed. 


Its Failures 


The U N. lias failed to produce, 


as was intended, an international 
»rmed force to prevent war. There 
have been more wais, some ol 
which the U N. helped settle, but 
no major war. 


Some optimists believe a big war 


may ba prevented as long as the 
nations can meet, if only to revile 
each other But if a big war be 
gins, there would be no more U N 


The U.N. has spread some feel 


ings of cooperation and brother 
hood through the health, education 
and agricultural program's of its 
various agencies. 


It seems certain the \voild would 


be 
unable to depend on the U N.'s 
nonexistent 
international a r m y, 


had not gone outside the U N. to 
protect itself 


That was done through the al- 


liances this country made with its 
non-Communist friends in Euiope 
and Asia. Russia also \\ ent outside 
the U N. to make its Communist 
alliances. 


In 1945 the Allies in blnrxl anri 


mutual sacrifice, had won the Hit- 
lerian war which ended in May. It 


did not seem fai-fetched at the 
ime to think they might, with less 
ffort, stick together *.o keep peace. 


Kept Fingers Crossed 


The wishful may have thought 


;o The realistic kept their fmgeis 
crossed. No one at San Francisco 
vas more realistic than the repre- 
sentatives of the United States and 
Russia. 


They put the veto into the U N. 


Charter, useful both as a fire es- 
cape and as a roadblock they

Just how he meant it defied in- 


terpretation. He was a tired man, 
discouraged at his failure to reach 
the coveted honor of being the first 
man in history to win five Open here-,. 

The feeling was that he 
might—probably would—make an- 
other bid for the crown by the time 
next year rolls around. 


Fleck's -victory made him top 


man in the nation's golf picture 
and netted him 56,000 in cash 
prize money plus thousands more; 
from other sources. He is the long-i 
est shot to win the Open title since' 
Sam Parks pulled the trick 20 
years ago. 


Hogan won S3.600. 
The actual triumph was almost 


too easy, an anticlimax to the sen- 
sational surge of birdies Fleck 
rode into a 287 tie with Hogan 
late Saturday to force the playoff. 


Fleck took command on the fifth 


hole when Hogan decided to play 
his second shot safe after slicing 
his drive into the rough and wound 
up with a bogey 5. The one-stroke 
lead was all Fleck needed.

boles put Fleck three strokes ahead 
after 10 holes. 


He bogeyed the llth, but Hogan 


gave the stroke right back by 
fluffing a 12-inch putt on the 12th.

putt for a birdie on No. 14. and 
clipped his deficit to a single 
stroke on the l~th when Fleck's 
second shot was short, forcing a 
bogey 5. 


But Fleck was equal to the pras-

NEW YORK (ft— Today's sky- 


scrapers—airy castles of glass, 
steel or aluminum, some walking 
on stilts—are giving our cities a 
new look. 


Their gleaming facades mirror 


our changing times and way of 
life. In their train come new prob- 
lems of crowding and traffic jams, 
of lunch hour rushes for counter 
stools. 


Built of new materials with new 


engineering techniques, the big of- 
fice 
buildings tend 
to huddle 


around central transportation ex- 
its to the suburbs. They boast air 
cor.ditior.ingr, 
advanced 
lighting, 


new floor space utilization, striking 
decor. 


Builders seek to grub the maxi- 


mum yield out of each square foot 
of scarce land space in crowded 
business centers-—even out of the 
air above land put to some other 
fundamental use such as railroad 
yards, or super traffic express- 
ways. 


Not Xew 


Us« of air space isn't new. The 


Waldorf Astoria, other hotels, many 
luxury apartment houses and tall 
office buildings are astride the 
yards of Grand Central Station. 
New York's huge central post of- 
fice is built on steel stilts over the 
rail yards near Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion. 


Now the rush to find office space 


for America's f a s t expanding 
giants of industry is sparking a 
new set of plans to use air rights. 


New York Central and the New 


Haven Railroad talk of replacing 
Grand Central Station with an un- 
derground utility passenger station 
topped by a skyscraper with acres 
of high rental office space. 


Th« Pennsylvania Railroad is at 


the option-granting stage for tear 
ing down its huge station here, 
putting passenger accommodations 
below ground and a commercial 
and office skyscraper above. On 
the far side of the post office, an- 
other hugs merchandising building 
may rise over the final two-block 
ttretch of exposed Pennsylvania 
tracks. 


Rises Over Tracks 


Chicago sees a new Prudentia 


building rising over the Illinois 
Central tracks. Along its Michigan 
lakefront are some 80 more acres 
of tracks with valuable air rights 
available for the builders.

The 
four were tried May 24 on Com- 
munist charges of "intruding into 
China for harassment and provoca- 
tive attack." Heller told a news 
conference in Honolulu June 2 that 
all four pleaded guilty and were 


ordered "deported" to the United 
States. 


The Air Force spokesman an- 


nounced the "confessions" in com- 
menting on a. copyrighted story 
published today in the Minneap- 
olis Tribune. 


Fischer, now in San Francisco 


for an appearance at a United Na- 
tions anniversary ceremony, was 
not reached immediately for com- 
ment. 


He told newsmen in Honolulu 


June 2 that he had not "signed any 
confession during his trial, but he 
defclined at the time to say whether 
he had signed one in advance of 
the trial. 


Heller confirmed the story sun- 
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day night at his Pennsylvania 
home, saying, "The story is accu- 
rate," and acknowledged that h* 
made the confession attributed to 
him. 
He declined to elaborate, 


however. "I'm in the process of 
trying to sell my story to a maga- 
zine and I don't want to do any- 
thing to hurt that."
